Constant Hurry and Effort of American
Busineas Life Causes Severe Strain on
Heart and Death From Heart Discase
Is More Prevalent.

NEW YORK, Dec, 24.—That there has
beon w steady increase in deaths from

hoart disease in the tweuty days is
shown by the statistics of the Board o1
Health just issusd. The incremse in
the number of deaths from this ilisease
in Manhattun apd the Bronx for 11
months of 1007 over the same period
of 1908, was 1,240, or more than 27 per
vént.  Dr. Thomas Darlington, commis.
sioner of health, states that the inerease
is due to the strain and stress of modern
life and soys that it is cortain that the
reeomt fnancial furry was a factor in
the increase but long hours, nerve ten.
ion, lack of outdoor exercise, neglect
of recrontion and amusement, constant
lurry oud effort, he said, must all be
condldersd when one senrohes for the
enuse of the increase, and none of these
Uings has just developed.

“I think over eating has something
to do with such condition,” said Dn
Durlington, *“The grip, which has been
prevident lately, causes o sovere heart
strain, and the Jieart, which is woenkenod
by a Hlfe of worry and stress, will nat-
urally be the first to give way. It is
time for Americans to adopt the simple
life and to slow down, instead of con.
stantly subjecting themselves to the
constant effort o maintain high stan.
dards of living, The Englishman as he
wlvances in years grmdually retires from
the activities of business, but the Amer-
jean cdoes not seem disposed, mnd when
there comes a great strain upon the
older men, they ave likely to succumb,”

Conclusion of Judge Wood in Pettibone
Trial Means Jury May be Instructed
to Acquit—Ruling on Motion Will be
Made on Thursday.

In
the Haywood trial Julge Wood held it
was necossary for the state to produe:

His announcement. today either means
that he will reverse that ruling or di-
tivt a verdict of acquittal. The ruling
on the motion will be made Thursday.
Judge Wool directed the defense to be
ready at that time in event the motion
is sustained, The day wus devoted to
arguments, pro and con, of the defense's
motion to instruct acquittal. John F.
Nugent declared the evidence in  the
present case nob %o strong as in the
Haywood trinl, where the testimony that
Pettibone wrote a letber to Orchand, re-
ceived in the Caldwell jail, was undis-
puted; whereas, in the present case,
Sheriff Nichols testified the lettor was
not in Pettibone’s handwriting, He alsy
contemled (hat in cases where a non.

testify in his behalf, and that it worked
injustice to compel the defemlant to
tuke depositions in his own behalf.
